A good dcnl hfw been written nbout the 
promised excitement In the next scmIoii of 
congrcas. Forelitn aid. armnmcnt, taxes, the 
builRPt find the predicted "Tniman deal" 
rcform.i ahould all produce aomc fireworks. 
But. as usunl. cDiiBrc.is will bo faced with les.i 
publicized bills wlilch have been waltlnR 
patiently, with hat In hand, through BcvernI 
:>ession.i lor r hearing. 

An Interesting Item In the latter proup Ln 
tho proposal that congrcsa endorse n world 
calendar. Almo.'it everybody seems to be 
In favor of this reform put forward by the 
World Calendar association. Seventeen gov- 
ernments arc on record as being for It. It Is 
approved by church, bii-ilne-M associations, 
labor orRanlzatlons, railroads, air Unci, In- 
surance companies, educators and many 
others. Its only apparent enemy Is inertia. 

Bills were Introduced In the 70lh and 80th 
congre.'acs to make tho association's perpctunl 
calendar official. They got no more action 
than a reference to committee. Whether 
there will be anything more done with tho 
Idea by the new congrc.>;s probably depends on 
the pres.i of urgent bu.>;lnc.•i.^ and the Interest 
of the public. But the proposal has a lot of 
obvloiLs merit, 

Tho calendar under consideration la the 
sole aurvlvor of aome 500 that were Investi- 
gated by the League of Nations and the Unit- 
ed Nations over the past 20 years. Developed 
by on Italian priest more than 100 years ago. 
It divides the year Into 12 montha of equal 
quartera. 

Tho year and each succeeding quarter be- 
gin on Sunday. There are 13 weeks and Ql 
days (13 Sundays and 78 week-days) In ev- 
ery quarter. The first month of the quarters 
has 31 days; the second and third, SO days, To 
compenaato for the extra day there would be 
R world holiday, or Worldsday, between Dec, 
30 and Jan, 1. In leap years there would bo 
another Worldsday following June 30. 

Thus every day of the month would fall 
on the same day ol the week every year. 

•Uniform months and quarters would un- 
doubtedly save a lot of time In many Ilne.n. 
Businesses could figure billings, pay periods. 
Interest payments and ao on In a more orderly 
fashion. Fiscal years would alway.i start on 
the same day. Public carriers would not bo 
obliged to make new schedules annually. 
Holidays would be fixed — with a nice week- 
end vacation for tho Monday Christmas and 
an equally plen.sant Saturday -Worldsday- 
Sunday for New Year's. 

It seems rather odd to reflect that the 
western world h.-usn't done anything about It.'j 
rather cumbersome calendar since Pope Gre- 
gory Xni corrected. In 1502, Julius Caesnr'.-! 
calendar whieh dated from 45 D. C. And 
some of the eastern countries measure the 
year by even older and le.ss accurate methods. 

With the start and support that calendar 
reform already has. It Is quite likely that 
American adoption would really start the ball 
rolling. But If that should happen, another 
question arises. Since a unlver.ial calendar 
would advance the cause of world unity, at 
least In the dlvLslon of time, would the Rius- 
.ilan government follow Its usual custom and 
veto the whole Idea?
